The Flowers are numerous: there are ſeveral Leaves on each Footſtalk; 
and the loweſt ſtand cloſe. Fe. 1 

Tunis is a Perennial, native of Hungary; a Plant of two feet and a half high, coarſe 
in its general aſpect, but pretty in the diſpoſition of its parts; it flowers in July. The 


Stalk is of a greyiſh green, tending to blue : the Leaves are of a bluciſh green : the 
Flowers are pale yellow. 


2a. BUTTE FETCH. 


Plate 1. Fig. 2. 
Character of the Species. Vicia Dumetorum. 


The Leaves are oval, and ſharp pointed : the Films are ſharply dented : 
and the Flowers ſtand many on a Footſtalk. Fig. 2. @ b c. 
Tuis is a Perennial, native of France and Italy; a handſome Plant, of a yard high, 


flowering in June. The Stalk is of a blueiſh green: the Leaves are of a pale 
faint green: the Flowers are numerous, large, and of a delicate crimſon ; but ſome- 


times irregularly blotched with a coarſer red. 


z. WOOD VETCH. 


Plate 1. Fig. z. 
Character of tte Species. Vicia Sylvatica, 


Many Flowers hang from cach Footſtalk : the Leaves are oval : and the 
Films are deep dented. 

Tuis is a Perennial, native of our buſhes and thickets ; a regularly growing and very 
handſome Plant; it riſes to four feet and a half in heighth, and flowers in July ; clam- 
bering among buſhes as the two preceding, and in general all of this kind. The Stalk 
is ting'd with crimſon : the Leaves are of a freſh and pleafing tho pale green : the 
Flowers are white, ſtriated with a bluciſh purple.

4 CASSUBTC VETCH. 


Plate 2. Fig. 1. 
Character of the Specle:. Vicia Caſſubica. 


The Leaves are broad lanced, and ſharp pointed ; the Films are lanced, 


and undivided : the Flowers hang many from an upright Footſtalk. 
Fig. 1. @ bc. 


Tuts is a Perennial, native of Germany and Italy; a ſpecious Plant, that clambers 
to the heighth of four feet, and flowers in the beginning of Auguſt. The Stalk is 
dry, hard, bent from joint to joint, and of a cheſnut brown : the Leaves are of a 
duſky bluciſh green: the Films are paler, greyiſh, or even whitiſh : the Flowers are 


crimſon. 


THERE is an inſtance in this Plant that accurate deſcriptions may ſometimes miſ- 
lead. The Flora Danica exhibits this Plant exactly as its excellent Author had it 
freſh before him; and the moſt careful Linnæus forms his Specific Character on that 
Figure: he gives fix Flowers on a Footſtalk, and ten Leaves on a Leaf-ſtalk, as the 
diſtinctive marks. I have the Plant alſo before me, but not from Denmark, mine 
is from Germany; it has almoſt univerſally only eight Leaves on a Footſtalk ; but 


what it wants of the Daniſh character there, it makes up in Flowers, which are in 
general from nine to thirteen in a bunch ; nor is this the only difference of the origi- 


nal German and the more lately known Daniſh Plant, but ſtill they are only dif- 
ferences of accident, nat Species, The Specific CharaQer here given ſuits both, 


and keeps them ſeparate from all other Plants.

Character of the Species, Vicia Cracea Craces. 


The Leaves are many on a Footſtalk, they ſtand cloſe, and are lanced and 
downy : the Films are undivided : and ſeveral Flowers grow on a 


Footſtalk. Fig. 2. abc. 


THr1s is a Perennial, native of our northern counties; where it riſes to five feet 
high, and flowers all the latter end of ſummer : we have it alſo in the Midland coun- 
ties, but weaker, and ſtrangely alter d in its aſpect and colour, tho' keeping to the 
ſame ſtrict Specific Character. The Stalk is pale: the Leaves are of a yellowiſh green: 
tho Flowers are crimſon, ſametimes white; and often of a blueiſh purple, and are 
then more numerous. 


6. COCK's-HEAD VETCH. 
Plate 2. Fig. 3. 
Character of the Species. Vicia Onobrychoides. 
The Leaves ſtand diſtant ; and have their Leafits lincar : the Films are 
dented at the bottom: the Flowers grow ſeveral on a Footſtalk. x; . .;. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of France ; a tall and very handſome Plant: it ſtraggles 
among buſhes to four feet high, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a dead green, 
tinged with a ruddy brown : the Leaves are of a ſtrong and fine green: the Flowers

7. NISSOLIAN VETCH. 


Plate 3. Fig. r. 


Charadter of the Species, 1 Vicia Niſſolians. 
The Leaves are oblong, nip'd, and pointed at the end: the Pods are oval: 
and the Flowers grow ſeveral on a Footſtalk. Fig. 1. #b 


Tr1s is a Perennial, native of the dry and rocky hills in the Greek Iſlands, and ſome 
parts of Aſia; a ſingular and very pretty Plant: it clambers to the heighth of three 
feet, or trails at half that length upon the ſurface, The Stalk is tinged with a deep 
ſunburnt brown : the Leaves are of a freſh and fair green : the Flowers are leſs nu- 
merous than in many kinds, but they are very beautiful ; their colour is the moſt 
lively crimſon : the Pods are very ſingular, ſhort, brown, and hairy. 


. BIENNIAL VET CH. 


Plate 3. Fig. 2. 
Character of the Species. Vicia Biennis. 
The Leaves are lanced, and ſtand ten or twelve upon a Footſtalk : the 
Flowers grow many in a tuft : the Footſtalks of the Leaves are fur- 
row d. Fig. 2. 4 b c. 


Tuis is a Biennial, native of Siberia; a beautiful and noble Plant; it riſes to a yard 
in heighth, with little help from any ſupport, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is 
of a pale blueiſh green: the Leaves are of the ſame bluciſh green, but deeper, and 
therefore finer : the Flowers are mixed of blue and white, in a pleaſing variety. 


9. BENGAL VETCH. 


Plate 3. Fig. z. 
CharaQter of the Species. Vicia Bengalenſis. 
The Leaves are broad lanced, ſhort, and undivided : the Films are ſmall 
and ſimple, and ſoon fall off, leaving only ſcars behind them : the 
Flowers are a few together on a Footſtalk. Fig. 3- «bc. 


Tuts is an Annual, native of the Eaſt Indies; a Plant of great fingularity, and not 
without its prettineſs : it grows to two feet high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is 
pale : the Leaves are of a faint yellowiſh green, and a little hairy : the Flowers are 
large, of a very fine crimſon, and diſtinguiſhed by a line of black at the end of the 
Keel.

Character of the Species. Vicia Sativa. 
The Flowers ſtand by twos in the boſoms of the Leaves: the Films have 
a duſky ſpot underneath. Fig. 1. 2 be. 


Tuts is an Annual, native of Sicily; and cultivated throughout Europe: it grows in 
a weak ſtraggling manner to two feet long, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is of a 
duſky green: the Leaves are of a dark unpleaſing green: the Flowers are crimſon : 
the Sceds black, white, or grey in different Plants. | 

We muſt not ſuppoſe what our farmers call the Summer and Winter Tares to differ: 
I have carefully enquired, even down to the Seed-ſhops, and the corn-market at Bear- 
key, and find they fell both from the fame ſack.

Character of the Species. Vicia Lathyroides. 
'The Flowers ſtand ſingly in the boſoms of the Leaves : the Leaves are 
hearted : and the Pods upright. Fig. 2. «be. 


Tuis is an Annual, native of our dry grounds; it grows to a foot long, and flowers 
in June, The Stalk is brown : the Leaves are of a freſh but ſomewhat blueiſh green : 
the Flowers are naturally blue ; but they are ſometimes white, and ſometimes crimſon.

Character of the Species. Vicia Lutea. 
The Flowers Rand fingly ; the Pods hang down: the Films are deep 


dented, and have five Seeds : the Sail of the Flower is ſmooth.

Tuts is an Annual, an extreamly pretty as well as ſingular Plant, native of our 
northern counties, but not common; it grows to a foot and half high, and flowers 
in July. The Stalk is of a pale faint green; its Films are uſually tinged with red: 
the Leaves are of a light and ſomewhat yellowiſh green, but not an unpleaſing co- 
lour : the Flowers are of, a good yellow: the Pods of a ruddy brown, and hairy. 


13. MONGREL VETCH.

Character of the Species. as " * Vicia Peregrina. 
Ihe Leaves are narrow, wedg'd, and dented at the point: the Pods hang 
{ingly from the boſorns of the Leaves, and are ſmooth ; and have four

Luis i an Annual, native of the South of France ; a very pretty little Plant, that 
«lambers among the buſhes to two feet high, and flowers in July. The Stalk is pale: 
the Leaves are of a light but freth green: the Flowers are of a delicate crimſon, va- 


riegared often with blue, ſumetimes with white.

CharaQter of the Species, Vicia Hybrida. 
The Pods have ſhort Footſtalks, and hang down; they are ſmooth, and 
each contains four Seeds : the Sail of the Flower is hairy : and the 
Leafits are lanced. 3 


Tuts is an Annual, native of the high and dry grounds in the South of France; a 
regularly growing and very pretty Plant : it riſes to two feet and a half high, and 
flowers in July. The Stalk is of a pale green: the Leaves are of a freſh and fair 
green: the Flowers are yellow. There has been a confuſion concerning the vulgar 
names of this and the preceding Species ; for two Plants were deſcribed, with their 
Specific names interchang'd ; but there are diſtinctive Specific Characters now given, 
which will prevent confuſion, 


15. FOUR-PODDED BUSH-VETCH. 


Plate 5, Fig. 2. 


Character of the Species. Vicia Sepium 
The Pods grow by fours, and ſtand upright on ſhort Footſtalks : the 
Leaves are oval, and a little nip'd at the end. W 1 


Tuis is a Biennial, a very beautiful and noble Plant, native of our buſhy places on 
heaths and thickets : it grows to five feet high, if it finds ſo much ſupport, and 
flowers in the beginning of Auguſt. The Stalk is naturally of a pale green, but we 
uſually fee it ſunburnt, and tinged with brown or red: the Leaves are of a bright 
and pleaſing green, naturally; but they alſo are apt to be ſcorch d, and then grow in 
part or entirely yellowiſh : the Flowers are of a very fine ſtrong crimſon : and even 
the Pods are not without their beauty: their upright aſpect, and the crimſon and brown 
tinge they get in the ſun, demand their ſhare of praiſe. 


16. BITHYNIAN 
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16. BITHYNIAN: VETCH: 
Plate 6. Fig. 1. 
Character of the Species. Vicia Bithynica. 
The Pods ſtand fingly in the boſoms of the Leaves : there grow four 


Leaves on a Footſtalk, and they are broad lanced : the Films are 
dented, Fig. 1. ab c. 


THis is a Perennial, native of Germany and Italy; an upright Plant, approaching 
to our Bean in its aſpect, and flowering in July: it riſes two feet high. The Stalk 
is firm, and of a ruddy brown: the Leaves are of a light but not unpleaſing green: 
the Flowers are of a bright crimſon : and the Pods get a tinge of the ſame colour as 
they grow toward ripeneſs. 


17. NARBONNE VETCH. 


Plate 6. Fig. 2. 
Character of the Species, Vicia Narbonenſis. 


The Pods ſtand by threes in the boſoms of the Leaves, and are upright : 
there are fix Leaves on a Footſtalk, and they are egg-ſhaped: the Films 
are dented. Fig. 2. 4 bc. 


Tuis is an Annual, native of the South of France; another Bean- like Plant, up- 
right and firm: it grows to two feet and a half high, and flowers in Auguſt. The 
Stalk is of a pale green, lightly tinged with a purpliſh brown: the Leaves are of a 
freſh and ſtrong green : the Films are paler: the Flowers are purple: and the Pods 
when ripe are of a duſky brown. 


6. BRAN VFETFT CE 


Plate 6. Fig. 3. 
Character of the Species. Vicia Faba. 


The Stalk is upright : the Leaves have no Tendrils. Fig. 3. « 6. 


NATURE and her true characters require that we place what we are uſed to call 
the Bean among the Species of the Vetch : its Flowers and all its characters require 
it. 


Ix its wild ſtate it is native of Perſia and Ægypt; an upright Annual, a little 
ſmaller than our garden Bean, and flowers in July. The Stalk is of a light green : 
the Leaves are of a freſh and good green, but with a tinge of bluciſh : the Flowers are 
white, dathed with black, and with a purpliſh hue : and the Pods when ripe are per- 
ſectly black. 


Cut TuRE and various climates have done wonders with the aſpect of this Bean: 


but in its wild ſtate it is very like our antient Engliſh garden Bean ; not yet enlarged 
to what we call the Windſor, nor ſhrunk into the Dwarf.

Tunis is an Annual; a very little but very pretty Plant, native of our dry and high 
grounds ; Hyde Park is full of it in many places : it ſcarcely riſes from the ground, 
but throws its little Stalks about to the length of four or five inches ; theſe are of a 


faint green, tinged with brown. The Leaves are of a light green: the Flowers a 


pleaſing purple; they blow in May: the Pods are brown; and very exactly reſemble 
a Bird's-claws. 


a2. FLAT TED BIRD'S-FOOT.

Character of the Species. Ornithopus Compreſſus. 
The Leaves are winged : the Leafits lanced : and the Pods are ſomewhat 
flatted. Fig. 2. @bc. 


Tuis is an Annual, native of Italy; a Plant of five or fix inches high, flower- 
ing in June. The Stalks are of a cheſnut brown: the Leaves are of a frefh and fair 
green : the Flowers are yellow. 


S>. SCORPION EIRD'S-F O0T. 
Plate 7. Fig. 3. 


Character of the Species. Ornithopus Scorpioides. 
Three Leaves grow upon cach Footſtalk: and the end Leaf is largeſt : the 
Pods are crooked. Fig. 3- 4 


Tuis is a tender Annual; a weed in the corn fields of Spain and Italy: it grows to 
ſix or eight inches high, and flowers in June. The Stalk is of a reddiſh brown : the 
Leaves are of a deep fine green: the Flowers are yellow: and the Pods are brown. 


4. SINGLE-FLOWER'D BIRD'S-FOOT. 


Plate 7. Fig. 4. 
Charader of the Species. Ornithopus Tetraphyllus 


The Flowers ſtand ſingly in the boſoms of the Leaves. Fig. 4. « 

Tuts is an Annual, native of Jamaica; a Plant of a foot high, flowering in June 

The Stalk is brown : the Leaves arc of a freſh green: the Flowers are yellow. Four 
Leaves arc laid to grow on a Stalk, but here at Bayſwater, 1772, they are wing d.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt Indies, and other hot countries: it grows 
to a yard high ; a very beautiful Plant, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stem is brown, 
hard, and woody: the young Shoots are of a pale green: the Leaves are of a pale but 
pleaſing green: and the Flowers are of a delicate blue. 


2. BRASTETSANT CEITORMTNSE.

Character of the Species. Clitoria Braſiliana. 


The Leaves ſtand by threes : the Cups ſpread at the mouth. . ,., 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Brafils ; a very beautiful Plant, of four feet high, 
flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is firm and brown: the Leaves are of a fine bright 
green : and the Flowers are crimſon.

CharaQer of the Species. Clitoria Virginica, 
The Leaves ſtand by threes ; and the Cups grow in pairs, and are bell- 
ſhap'd.

TH1s is a very ſingular and handſome Plant, native of Virginia; but larger and 
finer in all its parts when in Jamaica and Barbadoes : it climbs among the trees with 
a weak, hard Stem, and clambers up to the heighth of ten or twelve feet ; flowering 


from July to October. The Stem is of a ruddy brown: the Leaves are of a coarſe 


but not unpleaſing green: the Flowers are of a pale blue: and the Pods brown. 


4 MARYLAND CLITORINE.

Character of the Species. | 
The Leaves ſtand by threes : and the Cups are cylindric. 


TH1s is a Perennial, native of Maryland, and other parts of North America; a 
very handſome Plant, that clambers among buſhes to the heighth of four or five feet, 
and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is brown : the Leaves are of a ſtrong green on the 
upper fide, and blueiſh underneath : the Flowers are blue, much ſmaller than the 
Oriental kind, but very pretty.

Tuts is a Biennial, native of Spain and Portugal; a tall and handſome Plant, that 
grows in vineyards and corn fields, to near a yard in heighth, and flowers in July. The 
Stalk is pale, tender, and hairy: the Leaves are of a faint green: the Flowers are 
yellow ; but as they fade they grow whitiſh, grey, or blueiſh. 


s. SPLINE DWARF VET CH.

Character cf the Species. Phaca Alpina. 
The Stalk is upright, and ſmooth : the Pods are oblong, bloated, and hairy. 
Fig. 2. ab. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of Italy, and alſo of Siberia; an upright, handſome 
Plant, of two feet and a half high, flowering in July. The Stalk is of a dark cheſnut 
brown: the Leaves are of a pleaſing blueiſh green: the Flowers are of a fine gold yel- 
low: and the Pods are olive-colour'd, tinged with brown. 


Wurs this Plant grows far North, for it will live as far as Lapland, the Pod is 
flatted, and has a few ſtiff hairs. In Italy, and the warmer latitudes, nay, and in 
Siberia, 'tis bloated and oval. The difference is great, but 'tis not ſpecific : theſe 
things perplex the ſtudy, but careful enquiry always ſets the matter right.

Tuts is a Perennial, native of Spain and Italy, and of the South of France; a 


ſtraggling, crawling, little Plant, but not without its beauty; it grows to fix or eight 
inches long, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalks are of a faint green: the Leaves are 


of a pale and ſomewhat yellowiſh green: the Flowers are mixed of yellow, and a pur- 
pliſh blue, very beautifully. 5 


4 BLOATED DAIRY VETCH.

Character of the Species, Phaca Veſicaria. 
The Flower-ſtalk riſes immediately from the ground : the Pods are 
* bloated. Fig. 2. 4 ö. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Greek Iſlands; a ſtrange rather than a handſome 
Plant : it has no Stalk ; it flowers in July. The Leaves are of a deep fine green ; a 
colour unuſual in that country: the Flowers are gold yellow; and there is a pretti- 
neſs in their riſing in a tuft immediately from the ground: the Pods (well when ri- 
pening ; and the Cup grows larger to contain them.
